Earlier, water from Provo River at Jordanelle, was 
diverted into a canal along the east hills and dropped into the 
turbines of the Heber Plant. (HBUM p.210) 


On the left; a road to the old Vallejo Bridge and mine. 
Right and left starts the John Jordan Ranch homestead:

At Provo River, John Jordan had a spring and a log cabin. Later George 
Borlan Jordan added a cafe, dance hall, picnic grove and 
later still: John Wm and Ervin added cabins to rent.
